production and the flow of key 
materials for a large part of Amer- 
ican industry went into effect to- 

The new curbs revive the “Con- 
trolled Materials Plan,” or CMP, 
used during World War II to 
schedule essential production by 


quarterly periods. 

For the time being the plan 
won't apply to civilian goods in- 
dustries. 


The CMP is a method — divid- 
ing up available supplies of steel, 
copper and aluminium among pro- 
ducers. Up to now a system of pri- 
ority aid has been given to de- 
_ fense and defense-allied produ- 
cers to provide required amourtts 
of scarce materials. 

„Ain of CMP Plan. 

The idea of the CMP is to 
measure the requirements of all 
American industries against the 
available supply of steel, alumi- 

num and Fenner. Then each in- 
dustry and each company within 
an industry is given a share. Each 
producer is to be told how much 
materials he gets so he will know 
what he can expect. 

The National Production Au- 
thority asked producers to file 
estimates of their steel, copper 
and aluminum needs for the July- 
September quarter. When these 
estimates were totaled up they 
were 35 per cent above the metal 
supply. 

So a “requirements” committee 
of the Defense Production Admin- 
istration, the over-all production- 
planning agency, has carved down 
the requests including some mili- 
tary requirements, in making ma- 
terial allotments. 

The DPA and NPA, both headed 
by Manly Fleischmann, has re- 
fused to make public the metal 
allot ts fixed for respective in- 
dustries. However, practically 
every business in the country by 
now has been told privately how 
much materials it can expect and 
thus how much production it will 
have in the July-September 


riod. 
Auto Output Cut 40 Pet. 

Automobile production, for in- 
stance, has been cut almost 40 
per cent. Generally speaking, 
producers will be held during the 
July-September period to 70 per- 
cent of their pro-Korean steel 
usage, 60 per cent in copper sup- 
ply, and 50 per cent in aluminum.

NEW JUVENILE CASE 
PROCEDURE OUTLINED 


O’Connell Explains Require- 
ment of Writing Com- 
plete Histories. 


— — 


New procedures for handling 
juvenile offenders were outlined 
to district police captains today by 
2 of Police Jeremiah O' Con- 
nell. 

The procedures, to be put into 
effect Wednesday in all juvenile 
cases called to police attention, 
require the writing of a complete 
case history for each offender, re- 
gardless of disposition of the case. 
Police have used no standard pro- 
cedure in filing reports on juve- 
hiles in the past. 

As outlined by Chief O’Connell, 
the case history gives attention to 
relatives of the juvenile, home 


conditions, companions, school, 
employment and other informa- 
tion. The purpose, Chief O’Con- 
nell told the district commanders, 
is a better approach to the prob- 
lem of proper handling of delin- 
quents and a reduction of offenses 
committed by juveniles. 

Through the assistance of the 
circuit judges, police will be fur- 
nished with lists of offenses, rang- 
ing from turning in false fire 
alarms to murder and arson, on 
which juveniles must be sent to 
juvenile court. Lesser offenses 
will call for action by police 
juvenile officers, or parents, un- 
der the plan. 

Recommendations of the Gov- 
ernmental Research Institute for 
reorganization of the Crime Pre- 
vention Division of the Police De- 
partment recently were accepted 
by the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners. New procedures in the 
handling of juveniles were includ- 
ed in the recommendations. 

A Citizens’ Advisory Committee 
on Juvenile ‘ Delinquency was 
formed here recently with Harry 
N. Soffer, attorney, as chairman.

Cease-Fire in Korea Only Pause 
In Bigger Struggle With Russia 


Communists’ First Attack, Beratded as Test | 
of U. S., Boomerangs but May Help 
Moscow in N ew Pushes Elsewhere.

Anyone who looks for an end to that one in the 
foreseeable future is suffering the grand illusion.

KAESONG, PROPOSED 


TRUCE, TALK SITE, 
MEANS ‘OPEN CITY’ 


SEOUL, July 2 (UP)—Kaesong, 
proposed site of the U.N.-Commu- 
nist cease-fire’ meeting, literally 
means in Korean open city,” but 
it has been the scene of bitter 
fighting down through .the ages. 

In the current Korean war, it 
was the first major Korean city 
to fall to the Reds last year. Only 
a mile and a half below the Thir- 
ty-eighth parallel, 35 miles north- 
west of here, Kaesong has been 
held by the U. N. troops only once 
since then. 


The city, which for 3000 years 
until 1392 was the ‘capital of Ko- 
rea, had a prewar population of 
about -56,000. Historically it is 
one of the richest cities in this 
ancient land. 

It was the capital through the 
era of Genghis Khan, when Ko- 
rea allied with the Mongols’ at- 
tempted invasion of Japan.

The bulk of the Philippines’ military forces 
are still tied down fighting the Communist-led 


Hukbalahaps. While the army reports constant 


progress, the campaign against the rural guer- 
rillas is like hitting a sponge. ; 
The Huks’ success would have been impos- 
sible if the new Government had not been in- 
decisive in social reforms and sometimes cor- 
rupt in action. It would have been impossible 
if American rule had not largely accepted the 
medieval agricultural system left by Spain, or 
if the Filipino, leadership had done anything 
about it. : 
Today tenant farming is characterized by low 
production, a high return to landlords, and vir- 
tual debt bondage for many tenants, with in- 
terest rates ranging up, to 200 per cent. These 


conditions fed a series of revolts until the Com- 


munists organized for deliberate civil war. 

Meanwhile the population has increased 25 
per cerit in a decade, and landless people are 
moving to the cities. Unemployment numbers 
about 1,000,000 in a population of 21,000,000. 
Laboring wages in Manila have fallen to one 
to three dollars a day. | 

Laws reducing land rents were defeated in 
operation by politically powerful landlords. Low 
tax rates were defeated by corrupt collection 
which brought in only 60 per cent of the reve- 


nue. Labor movements to improve wages were 


held back by lack of any wage standards and 
by a special labor court. And in spite of 
American postwar assistance to the islands, the 
Philippine Government is nearly insolvent. 

Last summer the United “States Economic 
Survey Mission said, The basic problem of the 
Philippines is inefficient production and very 
low income.” This mission proposed social re- 
forms, higher taxes and a minimum age law, 
in return for American loans and technical aid. 

Now the Export-Import Bank is ready to make 
loans for productive projects, such as power 
dams and new farming techniques. The pro- 
gram would make the islands a prosperous 
laboratory for the Point Four program in Asia— 
if it. works. 7 

If it is to work, the Government in Manila 
must show more initiative and freedom from 
political cliques. Our assistance must be rigidly 
controlled to see that it is not wasted. The Fili- 


pino people must be shown ‘that they not only . 


can produce more but can share in more of 
what they produce. 

If the program works, the demagogues’ cry 
of American imperialism will be forgotten from 
Luzon to Mindanao. It must work, for failure 
there will damage faith in western democracy 
from the China Sea to the Red Sea. The Philip- 
pines remain a symbol of democratic leadership 
in Asia. If we forget that, the Asiatics will not. 
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Still Fluttering 

An aldermanic committee has decided to sit 
on an increase in the city merchants’ and manu- 
facturers’ tax. The City Administration ought 
to take this as a suggestion to review its whole 
fluttering tax program. 

City officers had argued that St. Louis needed 
revenue, of which there is no doubt, and that 
the merchants’ tax here was lower than in other 
cities. Business men replied bitterly that they 
should not be compelled to pay an undue share 
of any revenue increase. 

The truth of the matter was that nobody 
could judge the fairness of the tax increase, in 
the absence of a thorough over-all tax program. 
And the city has none. It has tried earnings 
tax proposals and it has tried state tax-sharing 
plans as a substitute, and it has failed with both. 

It is time that City Hall developed a logical 
program for expanding city revenues. If the 
Administration cannot do so, it might appoint a 
citizens’ committee which could. St. Louis’ tax 
program has been a hit-or-miss proposition, and 
mostly it has missed.

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Wider Transit Horizons 


Efforts of St. Louis officials to improve bus 
and streetcar service would be more logical if 
the city regarded this as a metropolitan prob- 
lem, and not one largely confined to the nar- 
row city limits. 

Public Service Co. contends that tests of ex- 
panded service on four lines failed to produce a 
reasonable increase in revenue. Mayor Darst, 
Director of Public Utilities Briscoe and members 
of the Mayor's Mass Transportation Committee 
refuse to accept these tests as final proof that 
better service is impossible. 

Certainly the company ought to try to re- 
verse the cycle of reduced service, reduced rid- 
ing and higher fares. But the city would be in 
a better position to demand more service for 
itself if it had not already agreed to the most 
serious ‘reduction in service imposed on the 
metropolitan area as a Whole. 

When Publie Service was permitted last year 
to drop unprofitable car lines in St. Louis 
county and turn them over to County Transit 
Co., the city took the parochial position that its 
riders had been subsidizing county passengers. 

The end result of that transit shift was a 
break in metropolitan transportation, which has 
cost the public hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars in added fares. It is hard to see how this 
could do the city any good. 

No adequate transit system can expect to 
make a profit on every single ride, or on every 
single route. The city now demands that Publie 
Service Co. take a broader view and increase 
service even though this may not always be 
profitable. An even broader view would look 
toward establishing an intégrated transit service 
for the whole metropolitan area. 

By now the Darst Administration should have 
learned that it is impossible to look at transit 
problems piecemeal, or be satisfied with piece- 
meal improvements. 
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Excellent Example in Illinois 

The truck and gasoline lobbies may have 
had their way at Jefferson City, but they took 
a double defeat in ‘the Illinois Legislature. 
Last week the legislators at Springfield raised 
truck license fees $20,000,000 a year, with 
$8,000,000 a year more to be added, Jan. 1, 
1953. Saturday, just before their session closed, 
they increased the tax on gasoline. 

The increase which was agreed on was a 
compromise, but a reasonable one. The Senate 
had stood for a two-cent increase, the House 


for a one-cent rise. The bill which Went through 


provided for a one-cent increase through next 
year and a two-cent increase beginning Jan. 1, 
1953. On that date Illinois will have a five-cent 
“gasoline tax for the maintenance. and recon- 
struction of its highway system. -Coupled with 
the increase in truck fees, this should enable 
Illinois to go to work at once on the major high- 
“way program which lies ahead. 

This is proof to Missouri that highway legis- 
lation can be achieved. It is proof that the 
lobbies can be beaten. It is proof that leader- 
ship can carry the day for the public over the 
special interest crowd. 

Gov. Stevenson is entitled to a great deal of 
satisfaction as he looks back on the legislative 
session out of which this highway program came.

4 Widows of Veterans td Be 
Placed in Private 
Institution.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 2— 
Approval of_a bill abolishing the 
Confederate Home maintained by 
the state at Higginsville and pro- 
viding for care of the four re- 
maining residents—all widows of 
Confederate veterans—was an- 
nounced today by Gov. Forrest 
Smith. 

An emergency clause makes the 
bill effective at once. The four 


‘widows will be transferred tomor- 


row by the State Division of Wel- 
fare to the Lenoir Memorial 
Home, a new, private-owned home 
for aged persons, near Columbia. 

The state will pay the cost of 
care of the four women, estimated 
at $600 a month, under provisions 
of the bill. Cost of operating the 
Confederate Home has varied from 
$20,000 to $25,000 a year. 

Control of the property of the 
Confederate Home, including 362 
acres of farm land, remains in the 
State Department of Public Health 
and Welfare. That department 
plans to utilize it to relieve over- 
crowding of the two Missouri state 
schools for mentally defective and 
epileptic children, at Marshall and 
Carrollton, when the Legislature 
provides funds for this purpose. 

The last Confederate veteran to 
reside in the home, Uncle Johnny 
ee died in 1950 at the age of 
108. 

The home, for Confederate vet- 
‘erans and their widows was estab- 
lished by Confederate Veterans 
about 1891 and was taken over by 
the state in 1897. 

A 92-score Memorial-park main- 
tained by the state as part of the 
home will be conveyed to the 
State Park Board for maintenance, 
under provisions of the bill.

It has since 
authorized color television under 
the CBS plan and Columbia re- 
cently started regular colorcasts.

FCC decided recently that the 
present 12 channels are not near- 
ly enough to meet public demand. 
It is proposing to create up to 70 
additional channels in air space 
now used for experiment only. It 
contemplates accommodations for 
some 2000 stations, in contrast to 
the 400 that could be put into 
operation in the present televis- 
ing space. 

Of these 2000 outlets about 10 
per cent would be set aside for 
exclusive educational use, under 
present commission plans. 


GRANTS BY SLOAN FOUNDATION 
TOTAL $8,000,000 IN 2 YEARS

In pitching his third no-hitter, 
Feller realized a five-year dream. 
It was on April 30, 1946, just after 
he had held the Yankees hitless, 
that he set a third no-hitter as 
his goal. 

“T really wanted to get it,” Bob 
said yesterday, “because only one 
man in modern baseball has done 
it—Cy Young.” 

Actually, Feller is the first 
to pitch three no-hitters in this 
century. Larry Corcoran hurled 
three for Chicago in the National 
League in 1880, 1882 and 1884; 
and Young’s three were in 1897, 
1904 and 1908. All of Feller’s no- 
hit victories were by one run. 

Feller’s first no-hitter was open- 
ing day, April 17, 1940, against 
the White Sox. The Van Meter, 
Ia., farm boy, who joined the In- 
dians in 1936 as a 17-year-old and 
fanned 17 batters in a game in 
his first season, also has pitched 
10 one-hitters — a major league 
record. 

Feller, the second to pitch a no- 
hitter this year, walked three bat- 
ters and fanned five. He whizzed 
a third strike past dangerous Vic 
Wertz for the final out. It was a 
homer by Wertz that ruined a no- 
hit bid by Bob Lemon, Feller’s 
teammate, about a month ago.

HE potato is a food product 

that most of us take for

TEETH ACHE and need to be 
removed for a number of rea- 
sons. The commonest is infec- 


tion. At first, this is a small area: 


of inflammation around the mem- 
brane covering the root in the 
socket.

ANOTHER CAUSE for tooth - 
‘ache is degeneration of the nerve. 
This may cause aching off and on 
for weeks. Most dentists now 
think that it is unwise to leave: 
a dead tooth, especially a painful 
one, in the socket. It is better 
off out. 

The nerve can be irritated by 
a filling close to it without 
enough insulating material be- 
tween the metal filling and the 
nerve. This produces brief, knife- 
like pains espec with very 
cold or very hot food or drink. 
If such a. nerve irritation con- 
tinues for more than a week, 
very likely it will continue in- 
definitely. The cure again is 
tooth extraction. 

Removal of all the root and 
root fragments is important in 
tooth extraction. Although peo- 
ple commonly believe that root 
fragments work themselves out 
of the socket over a period of, 
months, such is not the case. Aft- 
er 4 tooth is removed, a soft clot 
forms in the socket. A week 
later, the bone-making cells be- 
gin to produce new bone. Even- 
tually the clot in the empty tooth 
socket is replaced by bone. Obvi- 
ously, root fragments cannot work 
their way through bone.
